Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. The 
argument that it is not true that the original specification did not state that the stimulus pulses are only delivered/transmitted to a single 
sacral ventral/dorsal root is not persuasive. The applicant has not shown where in the specification it states that the stimulus is delivered 
"only" to a single sacral ventral/dorsal root. Although figure 1 shows the cuff electrode applided directly to the the ventral roots and dorsal 
roots, nowhere does the drawings or specification state that it is "only" applied to these roots. As pointed out in the previous detailed 
action, according to MPEP 2173.05(i) "the mere absence of a positive recitation is not basis for an exclusion" and "any negative limitation 
or exclusionary provis must have basis in the original disclosure". Since nowhere in the disclosure is there any indication that the pulses 
can not be applied to other roots, the 1 12 first paragraph rejection for new matter is correct. 

The statement that claims 22 and 23 were written using the examiners comments taken from the office action of September 20, 2005 
(should be 2004) and that it is believed these claims are allowable is not persuasive since the office action also indicated that those 
claims/limitations would need to be further searched and considered. 
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
